April 5 tP—Prim e Min­ 
ister Churchill full of fire despite 
his age, stood firm today on his

America's Ports 
Are Vulnerable 


Pub lic b ehavior pattem .s are nearly always easily 
predictab le. A.sk several persons where an enemy a t­ 
tack m ight come from and they w’ill invariab ly glance 
skyward. 
The news tha t the FBI has b een keeping a sharper 
watch on American ports against the danger of 
smuggled atomic weapions is a rem inder that flex ib ility 
in scanning the nation’s defenses is called for. 
It Is not an ex aggeration to say tha t the danger 
of atomic attack from ground level is as great a chink 
in the nation’s arm or as the incomplete air defense 
cordon. It is difficult to prevent the smuggling of an 
atomic weapon, or parts of a weapon, into this country. 
Annually b etween 10,000 and 15,000 ships flying 
foreign flags enter the varioius ports. Only 25 per cent 
of these ships are inspected thoroughly. 
FBI reports on the port security project noted two 
typies of small A-w'eap>ons b ut didn’t enum erate the 
long ILst of difficulties facing any attem pt to provide 
a fool-proof checking and inspection system. 
The 
weapons can b e packaged in .such m anner that a geiger 
counter check would b e useless. It would b e possib le 
to ship a full size b omb In the b ilges of a .ship. Vul­ 
nerab ility of American ports to such a scheme is 
•nough to make one’s hair stand on end. 
It ii b ecoming ob vious tha t such invitingly open 
doors as have b een provided for potential enemle.s can 
only b e closed b y a complete denial of U. S. ports to 
all b ut a few carefully inspected ships, or b y greatly 
Increasing port inspection staffs. The latter purpose 
could b e accomplished b y diverting personnel from 
other government departm ents and training them for 
the job . 
In any event, it Ls clear tha t danger threatens 
from the oceans as well as from the skies. 
When 
Americans think of defense solely in term s of the skies, 
they may b e drifting into dangerous hab its tha t will 
coincide with enemy plans.

Truth About Pearl Harbor Attack Finally Coming Out

The Dulles Policy 


» Those who are critical of 5iecretary of State John 
Foster Dulles’ policy speech apparenü y dislike the idea 
of speaking the truth for fear that it might offend some 
and frighten others. What Dulles said ab out Indochina, 
for instance, is not new. The Russians and Indians have 
b een denouncing the United States for pursuing this policy 
for months. 
What It all amounts to is tha\ the United States does 
not intend to perm it Red China to conquer Indochina. 
What has not b een considered generally are the means 
that this country would employ to accomplish the end of 
keeping Indochina outside the Soviet Universal State. 
Ob viously that cannot he done without active American 
intervention b ecause the French have demonstrated that 
they cannot do it.

What can b e the alternative to the Dulles concept? 
It can only b e an acknowledgment of failure, an adm is­ 
sion of defeat, a recognition of another Soviet conquest 
and the ab sorption b y Red China of Indochina in the Soviet 
Universal State. There is no other alternative, no middle 
way compromise, just as there was none with regard to 
Korea or Czechoslovakia. Those who always seek com­ 
promises with the Russians always end in defeat. 
There are also ob jections to Dulles* nearly crystal 
clear pronouncement against the recognition of Red China 
b y memb ership in the United Nations. He did not say, 
as Henry Cab ot Lodge did. that the United States would 
use the veto. But he did say everything else that could 
b e said to indicate American opposition.

Th e Un ited 
Rtatea la n ow p u b licly p led ged n ot to agree to su ch 
recogn ition an d n o American official can go b ack to 
Du lles* sp eech , n ot even Du lles h imself. 


If an attem pt were to b e made to do b y a nod what 
cannot b e done b y treaty, the pending George Amendment 
to the Constitution would undoub tedly b e b rought b efore 
the Congress for immediate action. Dulles’ speech had 
presidential approval. It was not a trial b alloon to see 
how our allies felt ab out it; it was a statem ent of fix ed 
policy to which our allie.s will need to adjust one way 
or the other. 
This is ex trem ely serious b usiness and it is gratifying 
that Senator Paul Douglas of Illinois, a Democrat, made 
the first full dress speech in the Senate supporting 
President Eisenhower and John Foster Dulles, with the 
suggestion of united action. If united action is ob tainab le. 
It would, of course, b e b eneficial from the standpoint 
that the people of Asia must b e made to realize that the 
United States is not an im perialist nation, seeks the 
territory of no country and desires to dominate no people.

has made careful b ut pointed over- 


tures to Democratic leaders to get 
their support in case the Eisenhow­ 
er administration b ecomes mili- 
tariU» committed in the jungles of 
Indochina. Memb ers of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee have 
b een given detailed, off-the-record 
b riefing.s and the White House has 
ordered 
an 
“educational 
cam ­ 
paign” to prepare the pub lic for 
the shock of unpleasant news re­ 
garding Southeast Asia. 
However, if the diplomatic con­ 
versations succeed, it will not b e 
necessary to involve the American 
military. 
That's why the discus­ 
sions are .so important.

truce b ecause a truce would b e 
equivalent to 
surrender. 
Six ty 
per cent of the native population 
would go over to the Communists 
in the event of a truce ,the French 
have b een told. 


SkepUral French 
However, the French 
i turn 
have b een arguing that the United 
States negotiated a truce in Korea 
—a truce that was hailed as an im­ 
portant political triumph for Eisen­ 
hower. 
The French government 
says it needs the same kind of 
political triumph with the people 
of France. 
Furthermore, the French argue 
that It was directly as a result of 
the Korean truce that the Chinese 
were ab le to ship vast supplies to 
the Indochinese front r id renew 
the fighting. 
Finally the French know that al­ 
most nothing is going to come out 
of the Geneva Conference. 
Ori­ 
ginally it was ex pected that con­ 
cessions might b e made to China 
in order to iron out Indochina. But 
now Senator Knowland of Califor­ 
nia and other GOP Senate critics 
have pinned Dulles dowm with a 
promise that he will make not 
a 
single concession to Red China at 
Geneva. 
This means that there 
isn’t much use holding the confer­ 
ence, and Dulles himself has Just 
ab out decided not to go. 
Under­ 
secretary of State Gen. 
Bedell 
Smith, is scheduled to officiate at 
Geneva instead. 
Naturally, the French know all 
this and it doesn’t make them any 
more anx ious to rem ain in Indo­ 
china.

stances into the muscles or under 
the sktn (hypodermic). 
By the 
middle of the 19th Century they 
came close; ointments were ap­ 
plied to the surface and pushed 
into the skin with a vaccination 
lancet. Dr. Francis Rynd, a Dub ­ 
lin surgeon, invented a hollow, 
pointed, 
coneshaped 
instrument 
that he inserted directly into a 
nerve. 
The medicine reached its 
destination through gravity and in 
this respect, was not injected in 
the modern sense. 
In 1853 Dr. Alex ander Wood, of 
Eldinb urgh, was the first to utilize 
a needle and syringe. He procured 
a syringe to treat a mole b y inject­ 
ing acid into the lesion and it 
occurred to him that he might use 
the instrument to inject a narcotic 
directly into the affected nerve in 
cases of neuralgia. Wood dussolved 
opium in sherry b ecause he thought 
wine would not b e as irritating or 
sm art as much as did alcohol. He 
procured a small glass syringe that 
was graduated like a drop measure 
and to this was attached a tiny 
needle with an opening near the 
IMiint "like the sting of a wasp.” 
The plunger, or piston, was wrap­ 
ped at one end to make it fit the 
b arrel. 
Dr. W(x >d never realized the full 
potentiality of the sub cutaneous in­ 
jection. He was of the opinion that 
the rem edy'had to b e injected into 
the aü ing part. 
It was up to the 
famous London surgeon, Charles 
Hunter, to refute this point. 
He 
discovered that 
when morphine 
was ab sorb ed b y the b lood and 
sent to the b rain where the drug 
had its effect. 
In this respect, 
it 


made little difference where the 
medicine was injected. Nowadays, 
the hypodermic injection is a com­ 
mon procedure. 
Opiates are ad­ 
ministered to relieve pain and life 
saving insulin is given in this way 
to control diab etes. 
Liver and 
vitamin B injections help perni­ 
cious anemia and many more dis­ 
eases are treated in similar ways.

lieved very deeply in a few things,

The picturesque, the dashing, the 
stylish leader is a rare anim al in 
mtx iern war—some people would 
say an out of date anim al ex cept 
in such a war as that in Indochina. 
De Castries was all that, and he did 
not seem out of dale. The last time 
I saw him was at a grand dinner 
at General Cogny’s, celeb raUng his 
victory m the Mouette operation 
which I had joined for a while. He 
wus enormously gay. enormously 
rib ald, enf>rmously witty, telling 
stones and drinking toasts and 
making those around him roar with 
such loud laughter that Mme de 
Castries looked a b it quizzical at 
the other end of the b ig candle- 
lighted tab le.

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America's Ports 
Are Vulnerable 


Public behavior patterns are nearly always easily 
predictable. Ask several person* where an enemy a t­ 
tack might come from and they will invariably glance 
skyward. 
The news that the FBI has been keeping a sharper 
watch on American ports against the danger of 
smuggled atomic weapons Is a reminder th at flexibility 
in scanning the nation's defenses is called for. 
It is not an exaggeration to say th at the danger 
of atomic attack from ground level is as great a chink 
In the nation’s armor as the incomplete air defense 
cordon. It is difficult to prevent the smuggling of an 
atomic weapon, or parts of a weapon, into this country. 
Annually between 10,000 and 15,000 ships flying 
foreign flags enter the various ports. Only 25 per cent 
of these ships are inspected thoroughly. 
FBI reports on the port security project noted two 
types of small A -w e a p o n s but didn t enumerate the 
long list of difficulties facing any attem pt to provide 
a fool-proof checking and inspection system. 
The 
weapons can be packaged in such m anner that a geiger 
counter check would be useless. It would be possible 
to ship a full size bomb in the bilges of a ship Vul­ 
nerability of American ports to such a scheme is 
•nough to make one's hair stand on end. 
It 1.4 becoming obvious th at such invitingly open 
doors as have been provided for potential enemies can 
only be closed by a complete denial of U. S. ports to 
all but a few carefully inspected ships, or by greatly 
Increasing port inspection staffs. The latter purpose 
could be accomplished by diverting personnel from 
other government departm ents and training them for 
the Job. 
In any event, it is clear th at danger threatens 
from the oceans as well as from the skies. 
When 
Americans think of defense solely in terms of the skies, 
they may be drifting into dangerous habits th at will 
coincide with enemy plans.

The Dulles Policy 


Those who are critical of Secretary of State John 
F oster Dulles’ policy speech apparently dislike the idea 
of speaking the truth for fear that it m ight offend some 
and frighten others. W hat Dulles said about Indochina, 
for instance, is not new. The Russians and Indians have 
been denouncing the United States for pursuing this policy 
for months. 
What it all am ounts to is th at the United States does 
not intend to perm it Red China to conquer Indochina. 
W hat has not been considered generally are the m eans 
that this country would employ to accomplish the end of 
keeping Indochina outside the Soviet Universal State. 
Obviously that cannot be done without active American 
intervention because the French have dem onstrated that 
they cannot do it. 


« 
American experience in Korea has been that native 
troops can he trained to use modern weapons under 
American supervision. Such American supervision and 
weapon! are already available and in use In Indochina. 
Dulles’ 
speech 
only 
means 
that 
the 
number 
of 
Americans in Indochina will be Increased and that the 
quantities of weapons will be greater. 


What can be the alternative to the Dulles concept? 
It can only be an acknowledgm ent of failure, an adm is­ 
sion of defeat, a recognition of another Soviet conquest 
and the absorption by Red China of Indochina in the Soviet 
Universal State. There is no other alternative, no middle 
way com prom ise, just as there was none with regard to 
Korea or Czechoslovakia. Those who always seek com­ 
prom ises with the Russians always end in defeat. 
There are also objections to Dulles’ nearly crystal 
clear pronouncem ent against the recognition of Red China 
by m em bership in the United Nations. He did not say, 
as Henry Cabot Lodge did, that the United States would 
use the veto. But he did say everything else that could 
be said to indicate Am erican opposition. 


Surely. It is preferable to make all this clear before 
the Geneva Conference meets so that there can be no 
misunderstanding. It is doubtful that any other course 
could be followed without getting into a wrangle the 
very first day that the conference meets. The United 
States Is now publicly pledged not to agree to such 
recognition and no American official can go back to 
Dulles* speech, not even Dulles himself. 


If an attem pt were to be m ade to do by a nod what 
cannot be done by treaty, the pending George Amendm ent 
to the Constitution would undoubtedly be brought before 
the Congress for im m ediate action. 
Dulles’ speech had 
presidential approval. 
It was not a trial balloon to see 
how our allies felt about it; it was a statem ent of fixed 
policy to which our allies will need to adjust one way 
or the other. 
This is extrem ely serious business and it is gratifying 
that Senator Paul Douglas of Illinois, a D em ocrat, m ade 
the first full dress speech in the Senate supporting 
P resident Eisenhower and John Foster Dulles, with the 
suggestion of united action. If united action it obtainable, 
it would, of course, be beneficial from the standpoint 
that the people of Asia m ust be m ade to realize that the 
United States is not an im perialist nation, seeks the 
territory of no country and desires to dom inate no people. 


Despite our magnificent conduct in Japan and 
South Korea, despite our granting independence to the 
Philippines, the Communists have in a large measure 
been able to establish in the minds of Asiatics that the 
United States Is the imperialistic country of the era. 
Our own propaganda devices have not been able to 
counterattack this impression, largely perhaps because 
Asiatics expect “ white” nations to be imperialistic. 


While the governm ents of the countries of E astern 
Asia know that the United States has no im perialistic 
am bitions, such a fact does not percolate down to the 
people. Surely, m ilitary action on our part in Indochina 
should be accom panied by a m ost intensive propaganda 
cam paign, not only in Indochina, but in Burm a, Thailand 
and in the various Indian areas, including Ceylon, w'hich 
tends to be pro-Russian, setting forth the truth of our 
position. One reason for N ehru's recalcitrance is that the 
m asses of India have been led to believe that the United 
States is im perialistic and would occupy India during the 
next w ar period. 
The propaganda battle has yet to be 
fought with the skill we display when we sell soft drinks 
or deodorants.

WASHINGTON — The truth is 
coming out at last about the re ­ 
sponsibility for the attack on Pearl 
Harbor on D ecem ber 7, 1941, when 
3.303 Am ericans were killed and 
1,272 wounded. 
W hether all the facts have as yet 
been revealed by R ear Admiral 
Theobald. U S N. iR et.i, in his new 
book to which Fleet Admiral Hal­ 
sey and Admiral 
Kimmel 
have 
w ritten corroborative forewords or 
w hether there will be further con­ 
gressional inquiries, the inform a­ 
tion now being presented will un­ 
doubtedly force further disclosures 
from all persons now available for 
questioning. 
Did the late President Roosevelt 
deliberately expose the American 
fleet to attack at P earl Harbor, 
refusing twice to take the advice 
of Admiral Richardson, com m an­ 
der of the fleet, and order the bat- 
t'eships away from that vulnerable 
spot? Did Mr. Roosevelt purposely 
withhold

information 
from 
Admiral Kimmel who succeeded 
Admiral Richardson at Pearl H ar­ 
bor? 
Had Plenty Of Time 
These are not the only questions

Hypodermic, IOO Years Old, Relieves Pain, Saves Life 


L ast year was the centenary of 
the discovery of the hypoderm ic 
injection. 
As so often happens, 
this invention was late in coming 
and evolved from earlier attem pts 
to inject drugs directly into a vein. 
The delay stem m ed from the belief 
that the injection of substances 
beneath the skin was of no practi­ 
cal value. 
Christopher Wren, the architect, 
in 1657 was one of the first to 
experim ent with introducing alco­ 
holic extracts intravenously. Some

cam e close; ointm ents were ap­ 
plied to the surface and pushed 
into the skin with a vaccination 
lancet. 
Dr. Francis Rynd, a Dub­ 
lin 
surgeon, 
invented 
a 
hollow, 
pointed, 
coneshaped 
instrum ent 
that he inserted directly into a 
nerve 
The medicine reached its 
destination through gravity and in 
this respect, was not injected in 
the modern sense. 
In 1853 Dr. Alexander Wood, of 
Edinburgh, was the first to utilize 
a needle and syringe. He procured 
a syringe to treat a mole by inject­ 
ing acid into the lesion and it 
occurred to him that he m ight use 
the instrum ent to inject a narcotic 
directly into the affected nerve in 
cases of neuralgia. Wood dissolved 
opium in sherry because he thought 
wine would not be as irritating or 
sm art as much as did alcohol. He 
procured a small glass syringe that 
was graduated like a drop m easure 
and to this was attached a tiny 
needle with an opening near the 
point “like the sting of a w asp.” 
The plunger, or piston, was wrap­ 
ped at one end to m ake it fit the 
barrel. 
Dr. Wood never realized the full 
potentiality of the subcutaneous in­ 
jection. He was of the opinion that 
the rem edy *had to be injected into 
the ailing part. 
It was up to the 
famous London surgeon, Charles 
Hunter, to refute this point. 
He 
discovered 
that 
when 
morphine 
was absorbed by the blood and 
sent to the brain where the drug 
had its effect. 
In this respect, it 


m ade little difference where the 
medicine was injected 
Nowadays, 
the hypodermic injection is a com ­ 
mon procedure. 
Opiates are ad­ 
m inistered to relieve pain and life 
saving insulin is given in this way 
to 
control diabetes. 
Liver and 
vitam in B injections help perni­ 
cious anem ia and m any more dis­ 
eases are treated in sim ilar ways.

Indochina. 
M embers of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Com m ittee have 
been given detailed, off-the-record 
briefings and the White House has 
ordered 
an 
“ educational 
cam ­ 
paign’’ to prepare the public for 
the shock of unpleasant news re­ 
garding Southeast Asia. 
However, if the diplom atic con­ 
versations succeed, it will not be 
necessary to involve the A m erican 
m ilitary. 
T hat's why the discus­ 
sions are so im portant. 
What the State D epartm ent is 
trying to do is persuade the French 
to keep their forces in Indochina 
until native troops can be trained 
by American officers. To that end, 
U. S. diplom ats have been urging 
the French not to consent to a 
truce because a truce would be 
equivalent 
to 
surrender. 
Sixty 
per cent of the native population 
would go over to the Com m unists 
in the event of a truce .the French 
have been told. 


Skeptical French 
However,

have been arguing that the United 
States negotiated a truce in Korea 
— a truce that was hailed as an im­ 
portant political trium ph for Eisen­ 
hower. 
The French governm ent 
says it needs the sam e kind of 
political trium ph with the people 
of France. 
Furtherm ore, the French argue 
that it was directly as a result of 
the Korean truce that the Chinese 
were able to ship vast supplies to 
the Indochinese front r id renew 
the fighting. 
Finally the French know that al­ 
most nothing is going to come out 
of the Geneva Conference. 
Ori­ 
ginally it was expected that con­ 
cessions m ight be m ade to China 
in order to iron out Indochina. But 
now Senator Knowland of Califor­ 
nia and other GOP Senate critics 
have pinned Dulles down with a 
prom ise that he will m ake not a 
single concession to Red China at 
Geneva. 
This m eans that there 
isn’t much use holding the confer­ 
ence, and Dulles him self has just 
about decided not to go. 
U nder­ 
secretary of State Gen. 
Bedell 
Sm ith, is scheduled to officiate at 
Geneva instead. 
N aturally, the French know all 
this and it doesn’t m ake them any 
m ore anxious to rem ain in Indo­ 
china.

Remembering De Castries 


By Joseph Alsop 


WASHINGTON. 
The early sun was already bak­ 
ing hot when G eneral Rene Cogny 
pushed aside the dustry tent flap, 
and entered the forw ard operation­ 
al headquarters of Christian de 
C stries. 
In those days late autum n, the 
heroic defender of Dien-Bien-Phu 
was already, as he used to point 
out som ew hat sardonically, “ the 
only colonel in the world com­ 
m anding a division—at least it s 
som ething to be unique.” 
Yet De 
C astries’s headquarters would have 
horrified an A m erican divisional 
com m ander, and indeed displeased 
the colonel of any well-found U. S. 
regim ent. 
A tent, a couple of desks, a m ap 
board, half a dozen officers—that 
was all there was to it, set down 
in the m idst of the dusty disorder 
of truck park, tank park and am ­ 
munition dum ps. There was some­ 
thing businesslike, all the sam e, in 
the way the slender De Castries 
moved to the m ap board, as soon 
as the greetings were over and 
G eneral Cogny asked for a situa­ 
tion report. 
De Castries spoke quietly, alm ost 
nonchalantly, pointing o t his dis­ 
positions with waves of his sm art 
riding crop. 
The picture painted 
was reasonably hair-raising, for 
his nine battalions were strung 
out in line down a narrow valley, 
with the enem y in heavy force in 
th* hills on either side. 
The last 
battalion, of M oroccan rifles, was 
about to be com m itted in the drive 
on the final objective, the little 
town of Phu Nho Quan. 
“ They’re ready for the jum p­ 
off’ ” asked the general. 
“ Yes,” said De C astries am iably, 
“ they should be jum ping off now.” 
M as "Fighting Colonel” 
“ But you will have no reserves,” 
said General Cogny. 
“ W ell,” replied De Castries, still 
am iably, “ we’ve had to do without 
reserves before. 
It would be bet­ 
ter to have some, but we can m an­ 
age if we m ust.” 
That was how I m et Dien-Bien- 
P hu’s defender. 
An hour or so 
later, after Cogny had ordered a 
battalion of paratroopers flown to 
De Castries from his own slender 
central reserve, I joined the Mor­ 
occans in the attack on Phu Nho 
Quan. 
What happened there, ex­ 


cept that Phu Nho Quan fell to u* 
on schedule, is no longer at all im ­ 
portant. 
W hat is SUR im portant, 
is how his men and his fellow of- 
fficers talked to C hristian De Cas­ 
tries. 
He was one—alm ost the last one 
in Indochina—of G enerad de La*- 
tre de Tassigny's fam ous “ Fight­ 
ing Colonels,” tfvftse brilliant m en 
of w ar whom the brilliant Te Lat- 
tre used to restore the fallen m or­ 
ale of the French forces in Indo­ 
china. 
He had 19 battlefield cita­ 
tions. 
He had the largest collec­ 
tion of horse show prizes in P aris— 
for he is a celebrated jum p-rider, 
So went the stories about Chris­ 
tian de C astries, all of them as I 
later found, quite true. 
A courage 
that would have been close to m ad­ 
ness if it were not always cool; a 
nonchalance 
that 
might 
alm ost 
have been negligence if the m an a 
eye did not casually take in every 
detail of im portance; a sardonic 
hum or that might have been unre­ 
lieved cynicism , if he had not be­ 
lieved very deeply in a few things, 
such as France—these were the 
m ore striking qualiUes of this man. 
Should Acknowledge Debt 
The picturesque, the dashing, the 
stylish leader is a rare anim al iii 
m odern w ar—some people would 
say an out of date anim al except 
in such a war as that in Indochina. 
De C astries was all that, and he did 
not seem out of date. The last tim e 
I saw him was a t a grand dinner 
a t G eneral Cogny’s, celebraung his 
victory in the Mouette operation 
which I had joined for a while. He 
S u i enorm ously gay, enorm ously 
ribald, enormously witty, telling 
stories and drinking toasts and 
m aking those around him roar with 
such loud laughter that Mme de 
C astries looked a bit quizzical at 
the other end of the big candle­ 
lighted table. 
It is good now, and it is only just, 
to rem em ber Christian de C astries. 
For you m ay think a 
you please 
of the politicians in the Cham ber 
of D eputies; but the free w'orld 
owes to De Castries and the other 
French soldiers of his sort in Indo­ 
china a debt that the free world 
is unlikely to repay. 
The debt 
should be acknowledged: that i« 
the least that can be done.
